Russian  Leaders  Sense 
Freedom  Wants,  Dulles 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Sec- 
retary  of  State  Dulles  told  Con- 
gress Monday  that  Russia’s  new 
leaders  seem  mindful  for  the 
first  time  of  “the  yearnings  of 
the  Russian  people  for  greater 
freedom.”  But  he  said  they  “have 
not  gotten  religion.” 

Dulles  gave  this  view  as  he 
testified  before  the  Senate  For- 
eign Relations  Committee,  which 
is  considering  President  Eisen- 
hower’s $4,900,000,000  foreign 
aid  program. 


If  we  want  the  Russians  to 
forego  “their  old  policies  of  vio- 
lence,” Dulles  said,  “we  had 
better  continue  doing  the  things 
which  have  led  them  to  desist.” 


Dulles  said  Russia  has  been 
deterred  from  aggression  by 
“the  network  of  mutual  security 
treaties.  . . backed  by  our  mobile 
striking  power.”
